Rome, Feb. 12.—The last gap in
the allles’ economlie boycott of the
central powers was closed today by
lasuance of an Itallan decree forbid-
ding, under heavy penalty, the [m-
portation of any Austro-German
goods

This step was announced afler
Premier Briand had held several
hourg' conference with the forelgn
office.

“Weo have completed the steel wall
around Germany,” Briand sald in dis-
cussing the embargo.

Ordinarily such a step wounld have
provoked an immediate declaration
of war, but it 18 not belleved here
that Germany cares to enroll Italy
among her open enemies, both for
financial and military reasons.

Briand sald that the allies are de-
termined to throttle the Teutons
from an economlic standpoint, while
making them suffer from a military
standpoint.
